Entertaining Show 


Only a few were present when the 
famous Dr. Zomb put on his very in- 
teresting and educational two-hour 
hour show recently in the Opera 
House and those who missed it, mis- 
aed a thoroughly enjoyable evening. 
Dr. Zomb could not have been blamed 
too much if he had cancelled the 
show because of such a small crowd 

but in the true tradition of 
business—the show went on. 

Just to prove the truth of the say- 
ing, “the hand is quicker than the 
eye” Dr. Zomb performed several 
feats of sleight of hand that amused 
and amazed his audience. Cigarettes 
were made to disappear only to come 
out of another pocket or his hand 
With no strings attached, the magi- 
cian made certain cards rise out of a 
deck in a tumbler at the request of a 
local citizen, 

With the help of ‘Wayne The Great’ 
Greep he did other amazing things, 
such as making a silk handkerchief 
disappear—Wayne even did this one 
himself. After demonstrating many 
other feats of magic Dr. Zomb called 
on his assistant, Mr. Morris, to do his 
specialty, that of identifying objects 
with his fingertips, This sounded ra 
ther difficult. However, Dr. Zomb cal 
led Lyn Stone and Max Hamilton 
from the audience to make it 
more so. Max tested the blackhood 
used as a blindfold and attested to 
its’ effectiveness and then tied it over 
Mr. Morris’s head, His hands were 
then tied to his knees and both Lyn 
and Max tied several knots to make 
sure everything was tight. A coat was 


then placed over his hands and knees 
and objects were held out in front of 


bim. Quick as a flash he brought one 
hand from under the coat and identi 
fied a pocket knife and then again 
he did it to identify two keys on 4 
chain, Even though Lyn and Max were 
right close and watched everything 
with sharp eyes neither of them can 
explain how it was done—magic, no 
doubt!

Dr. Zomb changed the color of a large

bouquet of feathers as they were 
drawn through a tube, and poured

The brass rings that form part ot 
each magician’s show, were present 
and again mystified the people as to 
how they worked.

The second half of Dr. Zomb's show

‘This was proven to Nick Barasnac 
who was told, while in a trance, that 
he hated smoking, that it made him 
cough and choke. This it did when he 
was offered his cigarete back again.

The area of window glass shoud vary 
with the floor area of the room and 
with different sections of the counry, 
In the Northeast window, glass area 
should be equal to at least 15% of 
the floor area. In the southeast and 
Northeast 12%%; in the Southwest 
10%. The lighting of the room will 
also depend on how much light is re- 
flected by wal's and ceiling and how 
much is absorbed by window curtains, 
shades or blinds. Light colors in a 
dull finish reflect light without glare. 

When you are shopping for new 
fabrics be sure to read all information 
on labels to find out the fibres used, 
their qualities and care required. This 
is an experimental period and many 
synthetic and natural fibres are blend 
ed in a fabric, 


The easily cleaned kitchen, 


A clean kitchen is an attractive 
kitchen, The ease of cleaning depends 
upon the type of finish or covering 
used, says Miss C, Judson, Home De- 
signing Specialist. Smooth washable 
surfaces are easier to clean than 
rough ones, She offers some good ad- 
vice on this topic. 


Kitchen walls are usually plastered 
and require some additional protec- 
tion if they are to be cleamea easily, 
Paint is the most popular finish fo: 
plastered walls. The plaster shoula 
be mooth, well cured and free from 
moisture, dirt, grease or other for: 
eign material, New plaster containge 
free lime, which will destroy any 
paint applied to it. The new plaster 
should, therefore, cure several months 
before it is painted; or the free lime 
should be neutralized by washing the 
plaster with a solution of zinc sul- 
phate, then rinsing with clear water, 


After the plaster has dried it shoulu 
be painted with a coat of inside flat 
wall paint, thinned if necessery with 
turpentine. This coat of flat paint 
should be well-brushed into the sur- 
face and allowed to dry thoroughly 
before the next coat is applied. 


The second coat of paint should be 
semi-gloss, After the second coat has 
thoroughly dried the final coat of gloss 
paint may be applied, It is well to re- 
member that three thin coats of paint 
well brushed into the surface are 
more desirable than one or lwo heavy 
coats, 


Kitchen work surfaces should be 
smooth, durable, easy to clean and re- 
sistant to heat and moisture. Surfaces 
or coverings, that meet those require- 
ments are inlaid linoleum, glazed tle, 
porceluin-enamel, and stainless metal. 
Inlaid linoleum is one of the most po 
pular coverings because it is relative- 
ly inexpensive. Linoleum should be ce- 
mented to the surface. Many of the 
new type linoleums have the adhesive 
back which simplifies the laying ope- 
ration. A strip of light weight stainless 
metal may be used to conceal and 
protect the edges, As soon ag inlaid 
linolaum begins to show signs of wear 
it should be finished with a penetra- 
ting seal. Glazed tile is expensive an 
requires an experienced workman to 
lay it properly. Porcelain-enamel is 
usually obtained only on factory-made 
tables or other equipment, It is easily 
chipped, may crack with sudden 
changes in temperature and is easily 
marked by aluminium utensils, Stain- 
less metal, of which there are several 
types, is desirable but its greater cost 
haa limited its use.
